One- 
tenth  of  the  remaining  students  have  transfered  from  other 
colleges,  according  to  Vice  President  Harvey  L.  Taylor. 

To  help  these  students  and  others  with  problems  relat- 
ing to  their  academic  lives,  special  emphasis  is  being  given 
the  Faculty  Advisers  Program,  under  Pres.  Taylor’s  direc- 
tion. 

This  program  has  five  divisions.  Major  students  in  all 
departments  are  assigned  advisers  through  their  deans.

Program  students  are  supervised  by  Dr.  Robert  K.  Thomas.

from  BYU  in  1951.  Prof.  Britsch 
taught  in  Gunnison  and  Provo 
High  Schools  before  joining  the 
BYU  staff. 

He  has  done  graduate  work  at 
University  of  .Wisconsin,  Univer- 
sity of  Washington  and  Univer- 
sity of  Oklahoma  in  his  specialty, 
Victorian  and  world  literature.  He 
is  in  the  presidency  of  Utah  Stake 
of  the  LDS  Church.

THIS  YEAR’S  Republican 
Speaker  of  the  House  will  be 
Rep.  Charles  Welch  Jr.  Sen.  Kle- 
on  Kerr,  Tremonton,  will  be  the 
majority  floor  leader  and  Sen. 
G.  Douglas  Taylor  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  majority  whip. 

The  Republicans  control  this 
year’s  Senate  by  a 13  to  12  mar- 
gin and  the  House  34-30.  In  the 
last  legislature  both  bodies  were 
under  Democratic  control.

HE  WILL  BE  doing  this  in  the 
face  of  great  pressures  from 
this  year’s  schools  which  are  ask- 
ing for  an  estimated  $25  million 
for  public  schools  and  another 
$65  for  school  buildings. 

The  legislative  miracle  will  be 
to  help  the  schools  without  hik- 
ing taxes  which  last  year  cost  an 
estimated  $2,464  for  each  Beehive 
State  family. 

FEDERAL,  State  and  local 
taxes  cost  every  man,  woman 
and  child  $616  last  year,  a report 
from  the  Utah  Foundation  show- 
ed. 

In  addition,  the  question  of  re- 
alocating  the  unbalanced  legisla- 
tive seats  acording  to  1960  cen- 
sus is  a problem  of  major  pro- 
portions. 

M.  DEMAR  Teuscher,  political 
editor  of  the  Deseret  News  des- 
cribes the  new  legislature  as  a 
‘conservative  body,”  stating  it  is 
controlled  by  Republicans  and 
dominated  by  businesmen,  farm- 
ers and  ranchers. 

A breakdown  of  the  ’63  body 
reveals  there  are  86  men  and 
three  women  making  up  the  Sen- 
ate of  25  members  and  a House 
of  64.

Edwin  Smith  Hinckley  was  a 
BYU  faculty  member  20  years 
and  a counselor  to  University 
President  George  H.  Brimhall. 
One  of  the  Helaman  Halls  has 
also  been  dedicated  in  his  honor. 


According  to  Pres.  Taylor,  each 
student  is  assigned  to  one  of  445 
faculty  members  participating  in 
the  program.
